From the beginning ot 
the war to the end of it, every effort to se- 
duce the blacks from their better-nature 
and to set them on their masters with 
knife and torch, proved a failure. They 
tilled our fields, they nursed our children, 
and they watched our firesides, with the 
most patient, the most loving devotion, 
Ot a sudden, as it a magic-trumpet, had 
sounded from the skies, the walls of slavery 
fell to the ground and the slave was a 
freeman, Of a sudden, as if an invisible 
spirit had offered it, the most potent 
of all weapons, the ballot, was put 
into his hand. Like one bewitched, he 
stepped out upon an open plain crowded 
with strange objects and the hideous 
genii, which, not for his good, 
but for its own greed, hdd 
first instigated him to midnight mur- 
der and then, havmg failed to make him 
an assassin, had opened the way to make

We were casting wistful glances 
toward Mexico and Brazil, and we neg- 
lected, until the chance was gone, to look

The great forces of matter that find issue 
in the smoking and blazing craters of vol- 


canoes, now rumbling with hoarse and 
hali-suppressed sounds, now pouring out | 
Tue hot-bleoded young Southerner slapped

lava-floods of wide-reaching ruin, and lurid 
flames that are swallowed up in the great 
spaces of night, have their counterpart in 
the primordial human passions that heat 
and inflame dense populations and break 
out in great cities.

No modern city can be compared with it 
for the dreadful and fascinating outpour. 
ings of its lite. Itis not only the social 
and political volcano of France, but ot 
Europe. Human matter has been agitated 
and vomited upon the world in its streets, 
and from the darkest depths of its social 
lite men like monsters have come forth, 
while around the edge of its social abysses 
some of the most lovely and sublime char- 
acters bave grown to the admiration of 
the world. In no modern city does human 


nature manifest itself in such extreme and 
appalling and in such lovely and heroic | 
types of men and women. Inno moderncity | 
are the people so mobile, so indolent, so 
supine under arbitrary power, then so pro- | 
digiously unreflecting, so self-immolating 
in their fierce caprice, and so suddenly 
arouxd by an admirable devotion to the 
ideal of liberty. These last tew weeks 
bave shown the world an impressive and 
complete transformation ot Paris. The 
seething human forces that were as effec- 
tually kept down by Imperial power, as if 
lidded and sealed in a mighty cauldron, 
once freed from their master, have passed 
sare 
vow tranquil without their customary 
checks— without their habitual divertise- 
ments. But this volcano of moral forces 
has been drained, as under the first Em- 
pire, by battle, ot its most dangerous ele- 
ments, and what was left even after the 
tall ot the second Empire has been ex- 
pelled.

The issue between Prussia and France 
bas been changed since the capitulation 
of Sedan and the surrender of Bazarng and 
Metz. The issue 10-day between France 
and Prussia is Republicanism, beneficently 
constituted as ruler of the destinies of 
France, or another troubled decade of dy- 
nastic rule, reinstated by victorious Prus- 
sia in the heart of France. 

The system ot Prussia, so admirable for 
the instruction of the people, so satisfac. 
tory as discipline, is, as yet, without any 
pledge of respect for, or toleration of, lib- 
erty; and such is the old-world dread of 
the ideas that surge out of the great cen- 
ter of revolution and republicanism in 
Europe; such is its aversion for the threat- 
ening forces that soar and spread so near 
the domestic system of other States, that it

The Surrender of Mets. 

Loupos, Oct. 20.—A dispatch from Berlin, 
dated 9 lock last evenieg, says the term: 
of the capitulation of the fortress and garri- 
eon of Metz have been agreed to at Prussiso 
beadquarters at Versailles between the 
French General Boyor and King William 
The following are the conditions under 
which the capitulation is made: Marshal Ba- 
zaine will sign a treaty of peace between 
France and Prussia, as the plenipotentiary of 
the Emperor Napoleon. Marshal Bazaine’s 
army is to be disarmed, but to remain at 
Metz. Napoleon’s son, the Prince Imperial, 
is to ascend the throne of France, and Mar- 
shal Bazaine to be pomipa‘ed as Regent. 

The receipt of the terms of the cap.tulation 
of Metz, and the prospective return of peace, 
have produced tremendous excitement in 
this city. The intensity of the feeling was 
feit throughout all circles, particularly upon 
the stock exchange, where an unusually great 
business was transacted to-day.

Lonpox, Oct. 22.—The loss of the stean- 


ship Cambria, which was yesterday rumored, 


is fully confirmed by later dispatches, and 
there is little to give hope that the passen- 
gers, who had taken to the boats. have es- 
caped. The coast is a very dangerous one, 
and itis evident from the upsetting of one 
beat, from which a single survivor was picked 
up, that the sea was very rough at the time of 
the disester. Nevertheless, those who had 
friends on board need not be in haste to im- 
agine the worst. The coast is admirably 
guarded by expert and adventurous men, and 
it is not improbable that, if the boats are 
driven ashore, some of the paseengers will be 
saved.
